Time has 
gone so fast since I arrived at the end of last 
June and I have been so busy that I have not 
really had a chance to sit down and evaluate the 
events of the past months. Nor is it possible, of 
course, for me to compare this year with any 
of the years that went before. 

However, I do have a sense that, taking every- 
thing into consideration, what has been accom- 
plished this year has been good. On the credit 
side of the ledger I would put the following: 
the hard and dedicated work of the Staff, the 
positive way in which the Prefects and Senior 
boys have led the School, the spirit and drive 
shown by our teams in all sports, the general 
standard of behaviour which has been remarked 
on by many people, the spirit of the School 
which has been good even in trying times and, 
finally, the apparent wish of all to make Stan- 
stead as fine a school as it can possibly be.

I 
hope that those of you who are graduating and 
going on to a wider life will remember Stan- 
stead, visit us when you can and tell everyone 
you meet about us. If the School is to grow in 
stature, it will not only be by the efforts of those 
of us here but also by the loyalty and good will 
of the Alumni.

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THE GREATEST ACHIEVEMENT OF 
THE TWENTIETH CENTURY 

For years and years man was unable to go 
any faster than his horse Would take him. His 
travel thus was very limited. Then all of a sud- 
den, within the last one hundred years, man 
began to move more quickly. 

In 1898, an electric car in France attained the 
remarkable speed of sixty miles an hour. Henry 
Ford, in the early years of this century, prod- 
uced a car that was the forerunner of the present 
Ford. In recent years great strides have been 
taken, making it possible now for one automo- 
bile, the Mobilgas Sports, to reach speeds of a 
little better than four hundred miles an hour. 

The chugging, smoke-choking steamer train 
has been replaced by the churning, breath- 
taking streamliner. When we visited Europe 
recently, we travelled on luxury trains with ste- 
wardesses! 

Travel has been greatly accelerated with the 
advances in the airplane. The Wright Brothers 
flew their invention seven hundred and twenty- 
six feet in fifty-nine seconds. Today the world 
flight record, without refueling, is twelve thou- 
sand miles in a few hours. Very recently, a Jet 
liner left Montreal and touched down in London, 
England, three and one half hours later. As far 
as speed goes, the X-15 manned rocket has 
travelled four thousand seventy miles an hour. 

Boats have greatly changed too. When the 
Pilgrim Fathers crossed the Atlantic in the May- 
flower, they never realized that some day the 
same voyage would be made in four to six days. 
As for size, they would be astonished to find 
that their boat would fit into the swimming pool 
of the Queen Mary. Todays ocean liners are 
really travelling hotels with every luxury pos- 
sible. They are really “luxcean liners”. 

So far I have talked about one aspect of the 
greatest achievement. It woidd be incomplete 
without its counterpart, communications. Travel 
and communications are today almost synonym- 
ous words. 

One of the most personal and quickest meth- 
ods of communications today is the telephone. 
Although it had a rather slow beginning his- 
torians tell us that A. G. Bell did not have the 
time to perfect his invention as his wife was 
always talking on it. But we know that once 
something has begun to roll through the vacuum 
of incentive genius, nothing will stop it. Thus 
today we have push button Dhones, T.V. phones 
and intricate switch board layouts. 

Another form of rapid communication growth 
over the past century is the newspaper. 
Papers have increased from those “one page 
monthlies” to the seventy or eighty page dailies 
in some of our largest cities. When I was in 
Rome recently, I bought the Montreal Gazette 
just one day after it had been printed. 


Much can be said of the achievements accom- 
plished in the ever expanding development of 
radio. Great steps have been taken since the 
days when people huddled in front of their 
wireless, or even before that, when they put on 
their earphones to listen to the magic music 
box. Today these stereophonic and hi-fi music 
makers with their complex system of dials would 
perhaps baffle the Technicians of Cape Cana- 
veral. 

Television, although a relatively new inven- 
tion, has revolutionized our lines and our way 
of living. Through the modern convenience of 
T.V. we can see actual photographs of the news 
and facts of our changing world. 

Thus travel and communications have brought 
nations of the world closed together. Nations 
have developed more rapidly in this twentieth 
century, due to these developments, than during 
any other period in world history. “Where once 
man groped in darkness, he now strides forth 
in light”.

On May 18th Stanstead College travelled to 
Sherbrooke to participate in the annual 1 S 
Mens track meet. The morning events were run 
off in comparatively good weather but the after- 
noon programme was run in the pouring rain . . . 
This made the track and field very hazardous to 
compete on but this failed to dampen the spirits 
of all the athletes who took part in the meet. 

Some of the highlights of the daylong activ- 
ities were: in the junior division, Stanstead tied 
with Bishop’s for high aggregate, both sharing 
the Warren Lynch trophy for their efforts. Dave 
Miller grabbed first place for the home team 
with a come-from-behind victory in the 440 yd. 
dash. Joe Marquez became Stanstead s second 
winner when he tossed the shotput 40 to out- 
distance his rivals. Robert Jackson came second 
in the 880 yd. run, Doug Broad, second in the 
high jump and third in the broad jump, and 
Roger Mello second in the pole vault. The sprint 
medley relay team also placed second to Bishops 
with Ron Bullard (220), Dave Brown (220), Dave 
Miller (440), and Robert Jackson (880) making 
up the team. 

In the Juvenile division Tom Faust came sec- 
ond in the high jump, third in the discus, and 
fourth in the shotput. Tom had a career best in 
the high jump, 5' 6". Bill MacDonald placed 
third in the high jump and he too had a career 
best of 5' 4". Tom Jarjour placed fourth in the 
440 yd. and Ian Whittaker, second in the shot- 
put to account for other individual points. In 
the 880 yd. relay, Stanstead placed third, with 
Mike Johnston, Peter Weintrager, Richard Kir- 
win, and Tom Faust running in that order. 

In the Midget and Bantam divisions, Stan- 
stead was at a disadvantage in that only a few 
boys from the school made up these two teams. 
However, all tried their best and both teams 
managed to garner a few points to help in the 
total aggregate. In the midget class, Larry Hitz 
and Walter Mills placed second and fourth res- 
pectively in the shotput. The 440 yd. relay team 
came fourth with Brent Moule, Godfrey Green- 
shields, Bob Paterson, and Larry Hitz doing the 
running chores for Stanstead. In the Bantam 
class, the 220 yd. relay team placed fourth with 
Colin Fleet, George Nassar, Pierre Prevost, and 
Clifford Lusbv carrying the Baton for Stanstead. 

In the overall standings Stanstead placed fifth 
out of ten teams with 52 points. With a few 
breaks the team might have placed much higher 
in the standings because there were only 15 pts.

In the Midget class Colby house emerged the 
winner over Davis in total points, 74 to 43. 
There were two records broken in the Midget 
division, the first by Tom Jarjour who ran the 
440 yds. in 56.4 to erase the old mark if 61 secs. 
Brian Chapman made the second mark in, the 
hop-step-jump when he leaped 36 ft. 5" as 
compared to th old jump of 32 ft. 5 . The out- 
standing athlete in this class was Tom Jarjour. 
In addition to his 440 yd. win he placed first in 
the 220 yd. dash, the 880 yd. run, and the high 
jump. He also ran on the second place Colhy 
relay team. 

In the Juvenile class Colby House again was 
victorious over Davis, /9 points to 42. There 
were two records set in this class, both by the 
same boy.

In the Junior division Davis house managec 
to get some of the glory when they betterec 
Colby, 79 points to 43. There were two records 
broken in this class, both by boys in Davis house 
Doug Broad set the first when he leaped 39' 10' 
in the Hop-step-jump to erase the old mark by 
two feet. The last record of the day was set by 
the Davis mile relay team when they ran away 
from Cclby in a winning time of 3.50.2. This 
time broke the old mark by 54 sec. The members 
of this team were Doug Broad, Dave Hill, 
Wayne Alio, and Dave Miller.
